JUDGE WALDO'S COtTBT. 


The U S. C'oinmlialoner Holds the Pre- 


liminary Examination In the Jones 
Case. 
United States Commissioner Waldo 


held the preliminary examination in 
the so-called Jones case yesterday in 
which the defendant was charged with 
assault. 


A number of witnesses were exam- 


ined regarding the assault and imme- 
diate subsequenterents. Guy Spencer 
witnessed the assault and saw Jones 
slap Davis with his left hand, follow- 
ing it up with throa blows from the 
right. The blows were delivered about 
the temple and forehead. He thought 
Jones had some metallic substance in 
his right band. The men clinched and 
fell with Jones still striking Davis. 


Theodore Hofer saw the fight and 


saw Jones strike Davis and saw aim 
working as if to remove something 
from his right hand and place it in his 
pocket. 


8. P. Davis swore that he was struck 


with Jones' left then with the right 
and is satisfied that he was struck with 
some metal substance but is not sure 
as the blows dazed and stunned him. 


J. O. Hagerman testified that he was 


standing talking to Davis as Jones 
came up, Davis had his arms full of 
newspapers; that he saw somethings 
on Jones' right hand that had a met- 
talic glint and the blows sounded like 
a blow from a metal substance. He 
did not know whether brass knuckles 
were used as he never saw a pair. 


Geo. T. Mills had already testified 


before the Commissioner to the effect 
that he separated the combatants, but 
did not see any metallic knuckles. F. 
J. McCnllough and D. W. Cutts both 
testified in substance that they saw a 
part of the fight but saw no metallic 
knuckles and could not testify that 
any such were used. 


Dr. Fox testified that there were 


three wounds that penetrated to the 
skull, but he did not think they were 
the result of metallic knuckles, or such 
as were exhibited in court. To make 
such wounds the instrument would 
have to have a protuberance in order 
to make the punctures. At this point 
a diamond ring that belonged to Mr. 
Jones was exhibited, but Mr. Dodge 
objected to its beinf, offered in evi- 
dence and the object .on was sustained. 
The witness was aeked if a ring with a 
large setting could make such wounds 
and he replied that a ring might have 
done the work. 


J. F. Dennis testified that he and 


Mills separated the two men and that 
he subsequently searched Jones, but 
at no time did he see or find any 
mettallic knuckles. 


Some evidence was introduced that 


Davis, after gaining his feet, offered to 
continue the flght and went towards 
Jones, who pulled a gun and told him 
that if he advanced on him ho would 
settle bim, or words to that effect. 


Davis admits that be offered toie- 


new the fight and Jones admits a sim- 
ple assault. 


At the conclusion of the testimony 


Commissioner Waldo bound the de- 
fendant over to appear before the U. S. 
Court on a charge of assault and bat- 
tery 


Olmgliouae DUtr.ct. 


Mr. Hummel was in town last even-

and selling it out without raising a 
shovel of dirt. 


To use Mr. Hummel's own words, 


"why I tell you no one has ever seen 
anything like it. There is gold every- 
where within a radius of several miles, 
and the results so far are simnjy aston- 
ishing, and yet comparatively nothing 
has been done in the way of develop- 
ment. It is not a dream or a will 'o 
the wisp that we are following, but the 
gold is there and we have every reason 
to believe, in unlimited quantities."
